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of all its members elect, accept of the provisions of
this act, and shall ratity and approve said former acts
and doings of said county board in fixing said ralaries
and waking such allowances; and provided further,
that said acts and doings may be ratified and approved
as to any partor portion of tho same, and they sKa]] be
valid and binding only to the extent to which they
shall be so ratified and approved.

Secrion 2. This act shall take effect and be in foree
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 305.
[Published April 7, 1876.]

AN ACT to authorize the board of trustees of the village of Virequa
to remove and re-inter the remains of persons buried in an old bury-
ing ground.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

Secriox 1. The board of trustees of the incorpo-
rated village of Viroqua is hereby authorized and em-
powered to disinter and remove, at such time or times
as said board shall deem expedient, the remains of the
dead that have been buried in what is called and
known as the old burial ground, situated and lying
within recorded plat, of said village, and to provide
for the re-interment of such remains.

Secrion 2. This act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage and publication.
